“Now Honest Boys Tell Me Just 
What Yeu Did” Said War 
Secretary. 

Washington, July 24.—Secretary of 
War Wright; who returned today from 
a trip of inspection of the maneuver 
camp at Chattanooga, received a call 
from the eight young men who, as 
cadets at the military academy .at 
West Point, have been found guilly c* 
hazing and sentenced to dismissal. Mr. 
Wright has not had time to examine 
the report which had been submitte® 
to him. After a few minutes’ inforial 
talk with the young men, all of whom 
the secretary said subsequently im- 
pressed him as bright. manly fellows, 

Secretary Wright said: 

“Now, honest, boys. tell me just what 
you did’ to get yourselves into this 
scrape?” 

Cadet Rbdselle, an honor man of the 
first class, and a son -of Lieutenant 
Colonel William T. Roselle, of the en- 
gineer corps of the army, 
ward as spokesman. He said perhaps 
he had been more to blame than any 
of the others, but he gett t%at none had 
committed serious offenses. He ex- 
Plained frankly and briefiy the nature 
of their hazing of the plebes. “Brac- 
ing,’’ Rossell explained, was “‘an exag- 
gerated form of bringing a plebe to 
‘attention.’ ” 

He said all of them had been through 
such an experience, which far from bg- 
ing brutal or humiliating tended to 
make the right sert of men of cadets. 
Secretary Wright informed the young 
men he would give carefu! attention to 
the report and take their cases under 
advisement, indicating it might be sev- 
eral days before final disposition was 
reached.

The 
military forces engaged in the review 
were upwards of 12,000, while sailors 
and marines from the warships added 
another 6,000 to 8,000.

MUST BE INSPIRED 


So Declares Bonaparte in Talking 
the Standard Oil 
Decision.

Lenox, Mass., July 24.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte, who is at the Hotel 
Aspinwall here, today made the follow- 
ing statement with reference to the 
Opinion of the United States.court of 
appeals reversing Judge wandis in im- 
posing a fine of $29,240,000 on the 
Standard Oil Company: 

“I have read the opinion. It was 
sent to me by the United States at- 
torney as soon as isysue@w. Any com- 
ment by me on the action of the court 
appeals would be, in my judgment, 
inappropriate, especially gince in some 
form and at some time in the near, fu- 
ture, the department of justice will un- 
doubtedly try to obtain an authorita- 
tive review cof the decision. 

“It is much to be regretted that, on 
account of the unreasonable restric- 
tion imposed by existing law on the 
right of appeal by the United States 
in criminal cases, this cannot be done 
in what is obviously the most nat- 
ural, most prompt ang most effectual 
method, namely, by a direct appeal to 
the supreme court of the United 
States. Since such is the present con- 
dition of the’ law, the department must 
adapt its course of action to that con- 
dition. 

“In my opinion, it jis of vital moment 
that the statute regulating interstate 
commerce should be so construed by 
Our courts that it may not be practi- 
cally impossible to convict lawbreakers 
on a vast scale nor practically impos- 
sible to punish them when convicted 
with sufficient severity to assure fu- 
ture obedience to the law. 

“I think ft is the duty of my depart- 
ment foster a wholesome fear of 
punishment among those often and 
strongly tempted to do what the law 
forbids, and the department has tried 
in the past and will try in the future 
to faithfully discharge this duty. Such 
well-considered measures will He, 
therefore, adopted after que delibera- 
tion and conference as will so far as 
practicable remove any possible dan- 
ger which may be thought to exist lest 
the present decision, as a precedent or 
otherwise, shall prove an impediment 
to effective administration of these 
salutary laws.”’

Hayes, first: Joseph Forshaw, Mis- 
sourl Athletic Club, third; A. B. Welton, 
Lawrence Y. M. CC. A., fourth, 
Lewis Tewinina, the Carlisie Indian, 
ninth. The second man was Hefferon, 
Africa. He was the eldest 
among the runners, having thirty-four 
years to his credit, and he made a re- 
markable pace almost to the end of the 
twenty-six miles of the struggle, but 
Hayes was a better man. Friends of 
Hefferon explain that he ts at his best 
at forty miles and that today’s event 
was too short for him, but certainly 
he is one of the most wonderful run- 
rers in the world. 

The first Englishman 
the line came in twelfth. He was Ww. 
T. Clarke, and was not one of those 
counted on to win. Duncan, the former 
English champion, who won the pre- 
liminary English trial, fell out at the 
twelfth mile. 

Dorando Was the Hero. 


It will not snatch any laurels from 
the brow of Hayes. who won a good 
race, to say that the hero of the day 
was the Itallan Dorando. The admira- 
tion and sympathy of every person in 
the stadium went out to the gallant 
Italian, who, although he did not win, 
deserved to win, and did more within 
the limit of his powers than any other 
man who ran. The crisis in a battle in 
whieh the life of a nation hung could 
hardly be more impressive than Doran- 
do’s entrance Into the stadium. Ten 
minutes before the megaphone announc- 
ed ‘“‘the runners are in sight,” guns had 
proclaimed the arriva] of the leaders 
at the nearest station of the course; 
an intense silence overhung the sta- 
dium, while the thousands awaited 
breathlessTy the approach of the first 
man, Finally, after what seemed to be 
an intolerable suspense, a runner stag- 
gered down the incline leading to the 
track. He stood for a moment as though 
dazed, and then turned to the left, al- 
though a red cord had been” drawn 
about the track in the opposite direction 
for the runners to follow: It was evi- 
dent at once to everyone that the man 
was practically delirious. A squad of 
officials ran out and expostulated with 
him, but apparently he was afraid that 
they were trying to deceive him, and 
fought to go On to the left. At length 
he turned about and started on the 
right path along the track. Then fol- 
lowed an exhibition never to be forgot- 
ten by anyorte who witnessed it. The

Support. Four times Dorando fell in 
the three hundred yards that separated 
from the finish, and three times after 
the doctors had poured stimulants down 
his throat he was dragged to hie feet, 


and-finally was pushed across the line. 


His part in the race, for all practical 
purposes, was ended when he entered 
the stadium, for unless he received as- 
eistance he could not have finished. 

While this pathetic scene was being 
énacted, the Amertcan, Hayes, entered 
the stadium, comparatively fresh, and 
trotted around. He came in less than 
a minute behind Dorando, but in the 
excitement of the moment failed to 
get even from his own countrymen the 
reception he reserved. Happiness re- 
turned to the American camp, and the 
offictals, athletes and everybody, in 
any way connected with the team, are 
celebrating the great victory won by 
Hayes in the Marathon race. They bave 
forgotten all the troubles of the past 
two weeks in this moment of triumph. 

‘Waen’t it great?’ said Manager Hal- 
pin, who continued: “We not only won 
the big race of the Olympic games, 
but also got third and fourth places. 
end what is more, our Indian beat th 
much-lauded Canadian Indian, Long- 
boat. Well, we can forget what haa 
@cne before, although we will always 
feel that we have been unfair'y 
tréated.’’ 

Hayes, who carried off the race for 
America, naturally wee very tired, but 
he gave no signs Of any ill effects 
from his tong fun. Hayes ran a care- 
ful race. He was satisfied to go along 
slowly until he had covered {9 miles, 
and then pushed into the third place, 
keeping behind Hefferon until his op- 
portiinity came on the long level at 
Wormwood scrubs, after a hard c¢climbd 
up hill. 

When Dorands, Hefferon and Hayes 
réached the scrubs, Dorando was 3% 
minutes ahead of Héfferon, who, in 
turn, was 2% minutes ahead of Hayes. 

Hayes Fresh and Strong. 


Both the IndianandtheSouth Afri- 
can were limping badly. while Hayes 
was comparatively fresh and _ still 
strong. When the American reachet 
the level of the scrubs through which 
the runners made their way along 
cowpaths, he could see the two lead- 
ers only a short distance ahead of him, 
and he felt certain, from their gait, 
that they were about run out. He 
therefore increased his speed and, be- 
forg he was through the scrubs he hai 
overtaken the South African and had 
made a considerable gain on Dorando. 
The times taken at the finish show 
how well Haves succeeded in makinz 
up the distance, for. despite the assis' - 
ance given the Italian. the American, 
in the mile and a half distance from 
the scrubs to the stadjum, decreased 
the Italian's lea@® from 6 minutes to 
less than a minute, and he was strong, 
While his opponent was completely 
done. 

Forshaw, the second American to fin- 
ish, and who was but four seconds aad 
a fraction behind Hefferen, was waik-

WILL QUIT RAISING HORSES. 


Haggin Says Racing Game's Decline 
Has Rained Basiness. 
Lexington, Ky., July 24.—James B. 
Haggin will retire from the businéss of 
horse breeding and racing. This an- 
nouncement was made by him today at 
his Elmendorf farm here, in response 
to a question by a newspaper man. 
This action was taken because of the 


anti-betting laws in force in New York. 
He said that thoroughbreds cannot be 
raced for a profit any longer, and he is 
at a loss to know what to do. He has 
7,000 acres of land, and i undecided 
whether to establish a cattle breeding 
establishment or let the land lie in 
grass. Haggin says the land here is so 
high-priced he cannot raise wheat, oats 
or hemp at a profit, and is not allowed 
to ralge tobacco. He declares that Eng- 
land igs préjudiced against American 
horses, and says that BEngland has 
enough horses anyhow. e declared 
further that even if the United States 
army agreed to buy thoroughbreds in 
Kentucky for cavalry purposes and fur- 
nish the whole cavalry from here, it 
would amount to very little in propor- 
tion to .the number purchased. Alto- 
gether Haggin takes a very gloomy 
view of the situation. He will remain 
here for severai days, studying the sit- 
vation. He does not regard South Afri- 
ca as a favorable racing country.

This idea seemed to check 
bear pressure, and during the middie 
of the day the market advanced, with 
August leading the upward movement

Knowledge of the existence of 
Such orders emboldened the profes- 
Sional operators to make short sales 
and to offer concessions jn prices in 
making there sales, thus fercing de- 
clines. Speculative liquidation and 
short selling have been in evidence be- 
fore this week, but they were over- 
come by the force of the buying de- 
mand. 

It was in this respect that the mar- 
Ket showed a notable change today, 
the buying orders, except at prices be- 
low the opening level, snowing a ma- 
terial shrinkage. The order from 
resident Roosevelt to push a retrial 
of the Standard Oi] Company case 
was a professed motive for much of 
the selling, especially amongst those 
who had bought stocks largely on the 
ground of the decision in favor of the 
company. The buying demand, as 
prompted by that decision, was fed by 
realizing sales yesterday and the day 
before bv those who had pought stocks 
at-a lower level. The digestion of 
profits in that way is supposed to have 
been very large and to represent, 
moreover, the passing of stocks from 
the hands of the powerful groups, 
which have fostered the advance, into 
those of scattered holders, much less 
wealthy and much bess skillful and 
practiced in the conduct of speculative 
Operation, ang the manipulations of 
prices. There was thus developed an 
element in the speculation whose deal- 
ings had been largely reduced at a 
handsome profit and which was thor- 
oughly indifferent to further’ mainte- 
nance or advance of prices arfd willing 
to see a substantial reaction and an op- 
portunity to wet back stock at an ail- 
vantage.
